Adopt Rules of 1908. 

When the committee reported, Dr, Watson, 
the Taft leadet, moved to lay it on the table.

A resoiution to so pro- 
ceed “until the adoption of new rules,” was 
pagesed the first day of the convention. A

Read La Follette Platform. 


As he concluded rise Fairbanks moved the 
adoption of the piatt .

present the La Follette platform, offered as 
a complete substitute. The North. Dakota 
delegates joined with Wisconsin in urging 
the La Follette ideas. 

Mateo \Fajardo, a Gelegate from Porto

the report of the committee. He was held 
out of order. 

, After the reading of the La Follette plat- 
form, Mr. Fairbanks moved to lay it on 
the table.

Louisiana voted twenty aye, and Maines 
twelve declined to vote. In Maryland eight 
voted aye, six present but not voting, and 
two were absent. The vote was challenged, 
and on a roll call it stood: Ayes, 9; not voting, 
6; absent, 1. Two of the Marylanders an- 
swered: 

“Present, but you can’t make me vote."’ 


Vote on Tllinois 46 to 9. 

The poll of the Illinois delegation showed 
forty-six ayes, nine not voting, and three 
absent. Iowa .gave sixteen ayes and ten 
noes, the Taft and Cummins lineup. Massa- 
chusetts asked to be passed. Michigan voted 
twenty“two aye, elght not voting. Minne- 
sota’s twenty-four Roosevelt delegates de- 
clined to vote. 

Three Roosevelt delegates from Mississippi 
declined to vote, and then came Missouri. 
As the clerk called the state there was a 
sudden hush. 

‘ Missourl casts thirty-six votes aye,” 
called the spokesman of the delegation, and 
the Taft people gave a great cheer. 

Missouri also had served notice of a re- 
fusal to bolt. Montana's eight votes were 
cast aye. 

Nebraska's sixteen declined to vote. Gov. 
Fort declined to vote the twenty-eight New 
Jersey Roosevelt supporters. New York, 
which divided 75 to 16 yesterday in favor 
of the Taft people, gave eighty-five votes 
for the platform, onlyfive members declining 
to vote. 

Flinn Announces Pennsylvania’s, 

North Carolina's vote was divided, six 
ayes, twelve not voi.ng, six absent. North 
Dakota's ten La Follette delegates voted no. 
In Ohto thirty-four stood by Roosevelt and 
Okka- 
homa voted four aye, one no, and fifteen not 
voting. Oregon divided, four ayes, two not 
voting, two no, and two absent. 

Flinn announced the vote of Pennsylvania: 

“ One absent, twelve aye, sixty-three pres- 
ent but declining to vote.” 

In South Carolina 8 Aeclfmed to vote; 15 
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ayes. South*Daxkota’s ten Roosevelt dele- 
gates declined to vote, and were cheered. 
In Tennessee 1 did not vote and 23 voted aye. 
Texas’ vote was announced 80 aye, 8 not 
voting, 1 no, 1 absent. Utah voted 8 ayes. 


Vermont gave 6 ayes, 2 not votmme. One: 


declined to vote in the Virginia delegation. 
Twenty-two voted aye; 1 absent. A sefies 
of jeere met Washington's 14 ayes. Wis- 
conein’s 26 vutes were cast solidly no. Wyo- 
ming gave 6 ayes.

Houser Speaks for La Follette. 


Before the result was announced, Walter 
I. Houser, campaign managér for Senator 
lam Follétte, was given permission to make a 
statement. 

“Senator La Follette,”” he said, “ has not 
had an opportunity as yet to examine the 
platform drawn up for adoption by this con- 
vention, but as a candidate who will be pre- 
sented to you desires me to say for him that 
im this crisis of the Republican party he is 
impelled by a sense of obligation to state 
to the convention “ that whether nominated 
or not he cannot consent to accept or support 
a platform that is not thoroughly progres- 
stve, and which does no substantially cover 
the main provisions presented in the mi- 
nority report submitted by the Wisconsin 
member of the committee on resolutions.’’ 

There was an outburst of cheering when 
the total Roosevelt strength was announced 
as 848, the number of delegates not voting, 
but a greater outburst followed the announce- 
ment of 666 votes yea. The nays were 58, and 
16 were obeént. 


No Nomination for Cummins. 


Immediately Chairman Root announced a 
call of the roll of the states for nominations. 
Alabama was passed. Arizona was silent. 
Down the list silence followed the calling of 
each state until Ohio was reached. A cheer 
greeted the state. and Warren G. Harding 
arose to place President Taft in nomination. 

Then it was discovered Iowa had forgotten 
to nominate Cummins, and Root ordered 
that the state be called again. Bilence 
greeted the second call, for the Iowans had 
decided not to nominate Cummins, but to 
vote for him. 

Then Ohio was-called again, and Hardirty 
took the platform, greeted by scattered 
cheers, to nominate Taft. 

When New York wus called there had been 
® murmur of disappointment, for William 
A. Prendergast sat still in his seat, although 
he had been expected to nominate Roosevelt. 


Harding Presents Name of Taft. 


Warren G. Harding of Ohio placed the 
name of President Taft before the conven- 
tion for the nomination. 

‘ The first utterance of the first Republican 
national convention ever assembled,’ he 
said, “ in resolution declared * That the main- 
tenance of the principles promulgated in 
the declaration of independence and embod- 
ied in the federal constitution is essential to 
the preservation of our Republican inetitu- 
tions.’ Fifty-six years have not altered 
that truth. 

“since that seemingly fnepired utterance, 
reflected in both the name and spirit of the 
party under whose banners We are met to- 
Gay, Republican statesmen, the Republican 
party, and a Republican nation have written 
the most glerious halt @ntury of progress 
and accomplishment ever penned of any na- 
tional life. 

* Glorifying in the retrospection, exulted by 
the contemplation, and exulting in anticipa- 
tion, this great council of a great party will 
have met in vain, unless by utterance and 
by ection % consecrates anew that early 
plight of faith. 


Refers to “People’s Rule.” 


“You have heard much lately about the 
people’s rule. The people's rule is ne new 
discovery to a sovereign American people 
Nor is demagogic employment of the term 
new to the worjd’s hearing. Through such 
demagogic employment centuries ago re- 
publics tottered and fell, and republican 
tiberties were lost ih the sway of empires in 
thetr stead.

ification of courage, that matchless exemplar 
of justice, that glorious apostle of peace and 
amity—William Howard Taft. 

‘Opposition to his renomination fe as 
nearly without precedent as it is without 
reason or excuse. This opposition was born 
of expediency, but a triumphant Republican 
party is not one of expediency.

Text of Olbrich’s Speech. 

Mr. Otbrich’s address ‘nomthating Reuntor

HUGE CROWD COMES EARLY. 
BY. ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


Although no public announcement was 
made until late in the day of the meeting 
which was expected to result in the forma- 
tion of a new party, word of the plan was 
flashed about the city, and before the doors 
were opened at 9 o’clock last evening a huge 
crowd had collected, extending for nearly 
a bidtk on Michigan avenue. Police reserves 
were summoned to handle the crowds. 

When the doors wire thrown open the 
people streamed in, quickly filling all the 
seats except those reserved for the Roose- 
velt or progressive delegates to the Repub- 
lican national convention, their alternates, 
and the Roosevelt delegates to whom seats 
in the convention were refused. 

“Telegraph and telephone linemen were 
rushed to Orchestra hall to install wired? 
over which news of the nomination of Col. 
Roosevelt was. to be flashed ot. A huge 
painting -of Col. Roosevelt was hung behind 
the stage, which was all itn the way of 
decorations that could be put up on such 
short notice. 


Wear Large Red Badges. 
.The first persons admitted to the hall were 
those wearing large red badges with the 
words, ‘‘ National Republican Convention, 


‘Compliments of Roosevelt ‘National Commit- 


tee.” The wearers were the Roosevelt 
“steam rolled’ delegates, who were excluded 
from the Republican national convention. 

Among the early arrivals were twelve of 
the “steam rolled’ delegates from Florida 
and several from Michigan, including the six 
Roosevelt delegates at large. 

The meeting, late In starting, was delayed 
by the regular delegates to the convention 


} at the Coliseum, who remained until their 


states had been called on the presidential 
nomination. All the delegates instructed for 
Roosevelt wished to record their refusal to 
vote in the Taft convention. 


Thousands Fail to Get In. 
When the doors were opened the surging 
crowds, held In check by the police, were 
ushered first‘ to the balcony and galleries. 


These were quickly filled, and the police had 


difficulty in handling the throng. The crowd 
extended for blocks in a line four deep. 
Thousands failed to get in the building. 
Gov. Hiram W. Johnson of California, who 
presided at the meeting, arrived early with 
Gifford Pinchot, former chief forester; A 
chot, and Gov. Robert F.. Bass of 
ipthire. Gov. Johnson, the most bellig- 
erent of all the anti-Taft leaders, who was 
‘the’ first to leave the regular Republican 
convention ‘after: the credentials committee 
report had beén adopted, announced that 
the arrival of the eoteuntee would ae de- 
layed. 
‘Another Roosevelt pagan who blot 
early was Col. EB. C. Carrington of Balti- 


more, leader .of- the Maryland Roosevelt 


campaign. He joined Gov. Johnson and other 
victims of the national convention * steam 
roller’ on the platform.

The information that Vice President Sher- 
man had been renominated appeared to add 
to their delight. Gov. Johnson and Gifford 
Pinchot shook hands and bath turned to 
Frank A. Munsey, who Nad just arrived with 
the news, and patted him on the back. 

The delegates from the Coliseum conven- 
tion arrived in a body and marched into the 
hall, headed by Senatdr Clapp of Minnesota, 
and the Minnesota delegation, which joined 
the CaHfornia delegation on the staév. 


Fort Leads New Jérsey Men. 

The New Jersey delegation from the con- 
vention followed Minnesota to the stage 
headed by former Gov. Fort. Another out- 
burst greeted the delegation, whose leader 
waved aloft the “ New Jersey” sign from 
the convention floor. 

* Here comes Texas” shouted some one, a6 
Cetil Lyon. defeated Texas leader in the Re- 
publcan convention, made his way down the 
aisle with National Committeeran Sidney 
Bieber of the District of Columbia. 

Mre Theodore Roosevelt, Mrs. Nicholas 
Longworth, Miss Ethel, Kermit, and Archie 
Roosevelt arrived early and occupied a box 
near the stage. 

When the Roosevelt family appeared, Mrs. 
Roosevelt and Mra Longworth waved and 
smiled a welcome in recognition of the cheers. 
While this demonstration was going on some 
of the Ohlo delegation arrived and received 
a tumultuous weicome. 


Mississippi Comes. 

Mississippi Roosevelt delegates entered the 
hall freeh from a meeting in their headquar- 
ters and announced the election of 8. D. 
Redmond of Jackson as the first national 
committeeman of the new party. Maseachu- 
setts delegates, with their cry, “ Masszachu- 
setts, Roosevelt, eighteen, frat, last, and all 
the time,”’ next arrived. 

When George W. Perkins to mount 
the “ companionway ” to the a police- 
man stopped him and he had some difficulty 
in explaining hie right to a stage seat. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who witnessed the encoun- 
ter, was observed to laugh heartily. 

When the hall had been packed the entire 
audience rose and joined in singing ‘‘ Ameri- 
ca,” after which the Roosevelt delegates 
greeted Gov. Johnson ashe opened the for- 
mal part of the meeting. 


Johnson Starts Speech. 

Gov. Johnson was preparing to speak when 
the Oklahoma delegation arrived. By this 
time the nonarrival of the Pennsylvania 
delegation was causing comment. 

“To any man with red blood in his veins,” 


said Gov. Johnson, “ it is always a pleasure /|- 


to fight fraud, and especially to fight a fraud- 
ulent convention.

The crowds poured like a.cataract into the 
steep balconies as soon as the doors of Or- 
chestra hall were opened. While they were 
being seated the. heroes began to. appear~ 
first, Col. Carrington, national committee- 
man from Maryland, then the militant Mr 
Heney from California. They shook hands 
in the middle of the stage and there were 
many cheers. Grave, inward, self-controlled 
was the enthusliasm—no mental inebriey in 
this tribunal. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, Mrs. Longworth, and Ker- 
mit Roosevelt, with a large party, came early 
and sat in the third box-on the right hand 
side of the horseshoe. Applause, polite ap- 
plause for Phe leader’s family. ‘* Where's 
Hadley?” shouted some one in derision, and 
from the other side of the hall some one 
answered: “ Looking for his instructions 
with Deneen.”’ 

A young negro in a blue jumper sat cown 
at the pipe organ and began to piay ‘* My 
Country, "Tis of Thee."” Mrs. Longworth 
stood and motioned for the others in the box 
to do likewise.

Everybody stood. Everybody sang. 

It was not supposed that so many people 
knew the words of a national anthem. Such 
a chorus was never heard in Orchestra hall. 
Full and melodious it flooded the place. All 
the verses were sung and then they were 
“gung over again. The cheering after the song 
was over lasted five minutes.’ Meantime, no 
one had been admitted to the main floor 
except newspaper men anda few delegates. 

James R. Garfied came in through the stage 
door and many people shouted the inquiry: 
* What's the matter with Garfield?’ 

Mr. Garfield having been vociferously aip- 
proved, “ Dixie’ was sung, and “ Old Lang 
Syne,"’ and “ RaMy Round the Flag, Boys.” 
The last chorus was another inspiring one. 

Until then the enthusiasm had been stald 
and solid, full of volume, but with no hys- 
teria. Then the pictorial banner of the Cal- 
fornia delegation was seen at the rear of the 
hall. Gov. Johnson was pnder ‘it and as he 
marched down the aisle things were un- 
leashed. The gathering being of a unani- 
mous nature, there were no dissenting cries.

The shouts continued until the governor 
and his determined followers took their seats 
upon the stage, and then they started over 
agein as several Roosevelt leaders ascended 
the steps—Gifford Pinchot, Judge Ben B. 
Lindsey, Mediti McCormick. The “ Battle 
Hyman of the Republic "’ was sung with espe- 
cial emphasis on the “Glory! Glory!” 
“The ayes have it,” yelled a man on the 
stage, quoting Senator Root, and there was 
more applause when an old Alabama con-

Mr. Garfield rapped for order and informed 
the assemblage that as soon aS several im- 
portant persons arrived from the Coliseum 
the exercises of the evening would begin. 
Senator Clapp led his Minnesotans on to the 
stage, one of them bearing proudly his state’s 
standard—significant loot from the Coliseum.

Mrs. Longworth clapped her hands and 
joined in the big shout. Meyer Lessner, the 
picturesque humorist of the California dele- 
gation, Jumped on a c.iair, waving a Roose- 
velt banner, and led the crowd in singing 
the *‘ Star Spangied Banner.” Mr. Lessner 
is the satirist who insists at every opportu- 
nity in calling for three cheers for Senator 
Penrose. Nearly every one knew the ‘‘ Star 
Spangled Banner,’ too, and the song was 
sung gustily.> ; 

Tnen the delegation from New Jersey came 
in, also with its Coliseum standard, which 
ex-Gov. Fort took from the man who car- 
ried it and held it aloft. Everybody on the 
stage began to shake hands and everybody 
was smiling. It was substantial, wholesom:. 
expression and there didn’t seem to be a 
wild eyed man engaged in it or the subject of 
lt. Cecil Lyon, the disfranchised leader from 
Texas, tried to tiptoe across the platform 
without being noticed, but the crowd caught 
him and spoke well of him in a loud voice. 
An Ohioan with the Ohio standard exhibited 
his trophy exultantly and the densest demon- 
stration up to that time immediately ensued. 
And so it kept up—Pennsylvania, Kansas. 
Maryland. When Marylané was mentioned 
the band played the state’s anthem, and there 
were calls for “Illinolis.””. “ Illinois” wag 
rendered by the musicians, but no one sang 
it, the cause being elther unfamiliarity with 
the words or temporary impatience with their 
symbolism. The Roosevelt family’s spirits 
increased as the outbreaks did likewise, and 
Mrs. Longworth smiled more than she has 
smiled during the present proceedings,

Everything proceeded sturdily up to the 
grand crescendo reached after Gov. John- 
son's unfettering of his earnest eloquence, 
and Mr. Prendergast’s utterance of the 
words: ‘“‘The Greatest Living American!” 
At that point the feeling became an outburst 
with which in contrast the wildest demon- 
stration at the Coliseum was as formal’ as

Wild Cheers for Roosevelt.

“ Gov. Johnson,” said Mr. Roosevelt, “ you, 
and you, the honestly elected delegates, and 
you, my friends, contrast this with the 
Coliseum .convention this afternoon. Mark 
the difference between a people's convention 
and a convention operated with a steam 
roller. 

“Tt is fitting that e convention born in 
theft should go out in theft, because I under- 


stand when half of the Magsachusetts dele- 


gation refused to vote, the temporary chair- 
man, following in the footsteps of the national 
committee, saw an opportunity to get.two 
delegates that had not been got, and seized 
them, so that a stolen convention should end 
appropriately.” 

The colonel expressed his gratification to 
the delezates who stood by him. Then he 
proceeded with his formal speech [which 's 
printed elsewhere in THE TRIBUNE.] 

The great audience evinced the utmost 
enthusiasm throughout the colonel’s speech, 
which was not concluded until 12:25 a. m. 

Gov. Johnson dismissed the meeting after 
calling upon the delegates to meet a: ii 
o'clock this morning in the Florentine room 
in the Congress hotel.

RIVEN to revolt by the wretched um-

Revolt Comes as Surprise. 

The revolt of the players and the formation 
of the American league came like a stunning 
blow to the sgelf-gatisfaction and calm and 
content of the Steam Rollers, who had been 
whistling and tooting along a seemingly 
smooth road, when “Old Hen’ Allen, the 
hard hitter from Wichita, reached the plat- 
form and started something. 

The score at that time was entirely in 
favor of the Rollers, and they were crushing 
the Americans into the dust and laughing at 
them. Man after man was barred off the 
fleld to weapen the strength of the scrappy 
Progressive team, and the Injustice of it had 
become so amazing that the crowd was 
hooting, jeering, and roaring witb sarcastio 
igughter. 

Every player claimed for, by, or manu- 
factured for the Steam Rollers was given to 
them, and all the 72 who were secured to 
play with the Progressives were Chased * 
the field and refused recognition. 


Bad Decisions Affect Crowd. 
The-crowd was growing weary of the con- 
‘tinuous performance of unjust umpiring and 
hooting the umpire and his assistants, then 


they began to imagine that the America; 


had surrendered and were going to submit 
tamely to anything the directors of the league 
could impose. upon them. 

The instant the final decision of the chair 
in the ninth inning was handed down the 
league broke up.

Maine, North Carolina, Mas- 
sachusetts, Pennsylvania, California, a host 
of states, tore their banners, which thev 
have used to cheer the Republican team to 
victory for many years, from their etandaf@s 
and joined in a wild march of the Common- 
wealths to the banner of the new league. 


Cooke Meets Defeat. 

Billy Cooke, that gallant leader of the Lori- 
merite team, who helped steal six of the 
pledged players from the Hlinois team, went 
down in ungallant defeat, striving to prevent 
the Illinois delegation from joining in the 
march to the American banner. The blood of 
one of the old guard of crooks and grafters 
who have been throwing games for the Re- 
publicans to the interests stained the name 
of Tilinois when, arter a tour of triumph 
around the field, tt was replaced upon its 
standard and guarded by Deneen and the 
forces of Americans, instead of by Cook and 
Campbell. 

Leaders Quit League. 

The crowd in the stands did not for a few 
minutes understand that the old Republican 
league had been smashed and that all the 
winning clubs had joined the new American 
league. Then the idea dawned slowly, and 
the great crowd in the stands stood and 
watched the death throes of the steam rollers, 
which steamed and sputtered in vain, while 


the great teams of Ohio, Pennsylvania, Illi- 
nois, California, Kansas, and Oregon, which 
have been leaders of the league ever since it 
wag formed, joined in the trevail of noise 
and screaming in which the new league came 
into the world, 

The ultimatum that it was elther surrender 
and purge the league of crookedness and 
unfairness, restore fair play and right, or 
wreck the league had been delivered to the 
steam roller managers and the men who had 
usurped the ownership of the Republican 
organization, and they refused to listen, 

They watched in helplessness while the 
stars who have won for them by their bril- 


lian hitting and fielding deserted. Hadley. 


and Deneen, Johnson and Heney, Sullivan 
and Allen Lyon, and a hundred others of the 
younger, faster, and cleverer players went 
over to the new league. Penrose, Crane. 
Payne, and the wornout oldtimers were left 
hitting fungoes. 

After the game had ended by the refusal 
of the Americans to submit to the rule of 
the roller, the old managers made a desperate 
effort to resyme play, in order that they 
might claim that the Americans had left the 
field and forfeited their franchises. 


Fairbanks at Bat. 

That eminent old pinch hitter, C. Warren 
Fairbanks, was summoned from the ice water 
tank to hit, but the best he could do was 
to push a weak bounder down to the infiel i.

Up to the time that the Progressives re- 
fused to play or submit to the arbitrary 
robbery of the Relbers, the game had been 
rather tame and dull. The Rollers, with the 
umpire giving them everything in sight and 
a lot of things that could not be seen, were 
going along confidently, scoring at will.

The men who will settle this nomination 
will be Murphy and his hand picked New 
Yorkers and the men from the south, al- 
though there will soon appear on the scene 
various New York Democrats, including Sen- 
ator Roosevelt and Thomas M. Osborne, who 
will seek to place some of their own brand

I 
am satisfied that Mr. Bryan will do nothing 
that is not for the best interests of the 
party.”’ 


Await Bryan’s Arrival. 

Bryan's friends and the leaders of the 
movement for Wlison held conferences 
througfiout the day, trying to find a candi- 
date to place in nomination for temporary 
chairman in opposition to Parker. Seven 
names were considered by the Wilson lead- 
ers, but no one was decided upon. It was 
agreed that the best plan would be to await 
the arrival of Bryan tomorrow. 

Among those mentioned for the temporary 
chairmanship during the conference are Sen- 
ator Culberson of Texas, J. Hamilton Lewis 
of Chicago, Senators Kern and Sh'vely of 
Indiana, Gov. Plaisted of Maine, Represent- 
ative Henry of Texas, and Senator O'Gorman 
of New York. 

Wilson's friends read with interest his 
reply to Bryan's note. They openly asserted 
that Speaker's Clark's adherents had formed 


‘an alliance with the friends of Parker and 


pointed to an interview in which Senator 
O’Gorman of New York was quoted as say- 
ing he believed Speaker Clark could carry

Guffey Will Fight Bryan. 

J. H. Guffey, national committeeman from 
Pennsylvania, hed a long talk with Nationat 
Chairman Mack and Roger Sullivan of IIli- 
nols over the temporary chairmanship affair.

* It is the duty of the national committee 
to select the temporary chairman of the con- 
vention. and In selecting Mr. Parker I do

Senator Bankhead of Alabama, manager 
for Underwood's campaign, said he was 
pleased that Bryan had not sent his note to 
the floor leader of the house, as he doubtless 
would have received a sharp answer. The 
Alabama senator said that the Underwood 
people would abide by the selection of the 
arrangements committee. 


Illinois Committee Arrives. 

Four of the thirty-one contesting delegates 
from Illinojs arrived in the city today. They 
constitute a committee representing the con- 
testing delegation, and are here for the pur- 
pose of arranging for the contest before the 
national committee. 

They are William H. Stuart, chief clerk 
of the election. board of Chicago; William 
H. Sexton, corporation counsel of Chicago; 
Congressman A. J. Sabath and James &. 
McInerney, prosecuting attorney of Chicago, 
Stuart and McInerney said: - 

“The thirty-one delegates from Illinois, 
including Mayor Carter H. Harrison of Chi- 
cago, who is a delegate at large, have been 
honestly elected delegates to the Demo- 
cratic national convention by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. We are prepared to carry the 
fight for our seate through to the floor of 
the’ convention if necessary.” 

The advance committee members have 
brought with them a number of pamphlets 
telling the story of their election as delegates, 
stating their case as it will be presented to 
the national committee when the contest is 
heard. > 


Will Fight for Clark. 

The contesting delegation is instructed for 
Champ Ciark, and, accordingato a state- 
ment from Stuart, if seated, it will fight for 
hie nomination to thelastditch. Stuart said 
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that the delegation will not be opposed to 
Mayor Preston for the vice preaidential nom: 
ination. 

The delegation from IMinois, including the 
thirty-one contested delegates, numbers 400 
men. Headed by Mayor Carter H. Harrison, 
it wil, arrive in the city on a special train 
over the Baltimore and Ohie railroad tomor- 
row. With it is a band of sixty-five instru- 
ments. It will make its headquarters at 
the Hotel Caswell, 

Sabath, MelInerney, Sexton, and Mayor 
Harrison will conduct the fight for the seats. 


McInerney thinks that when their case is ; 


presented the national committee will decide 
in their favor. Should they lose before the 
committee, the fight will be carried to the 


the floor of the convention. 

Up to date the national committee has re- 
ceived. notifications of contests affecting the 
entire delegations from the District of Co- 
lumbla, Porto Rico, Vermont, the Philip- 
pines, and Alaska. 

Other contests inaugurated are over three 
seats from Rhode Island. one seat in the 
Seventh and in the Ninth Pennsylvania dis- 
tricts, and both seats in the Seventh and Six- 
teenth Texas. 


Platform to Be Short. 

The platform builders promise to present ¢@ 
document that shall be short and incisive. 
The number of “teeth*’ in it, as one plank 
holder said today, will depend upon the out- 
co... of the struggle between the conserva- 
tive and radical wings of the party. 

On most of the majority points, however, 
the leaders seem agreed. Some of them sey 
the differences likely to arise in the com- 
mittee on resolutions, when it considers the 
platform next week, will be matters of lan- 
guage rather than of contents. 

If William J. Bryan wins his fight to have 
the keynote of the convention sounded by a 
progressive chairman, Mr. Bryan probably 
will be made chairman of the resolutions 
committee. 

In view of the Republican situation and the 
hints that the leaders of a “ third ticket” 
may appeal for support to progresstve Demo- 
ocrats, there is little doubt that whatever 
the complexion of the Baltimore convention, 
its platform will make sweeping concessions 
to the radical element in the party. 

Concessions to the progressives will be 
declarations in favor of more popular gov- 
ernment. Some of the leaders assert there

A complete record of these will 
be compiled at the end of the year and for- 
warded to-the city council. -It is anticipated 
thet certain automobilists will show such 
poor records as reapecters:of the law that, 
morally speaking, no licenses should be given 
them next year to operatecars. Itis probable 
the statistics will force legisiation. 


Disposition of Many Oases. 
These figures do not tell the whole story. 
There were during tite same period 566 cases 
of speeders whose cases were either nolle 
prossed or rionsulited: The state's attorney 
has authority to use the former Method, and 
the city prosecutor uses the latter.

An elaborate series of carburetter tests has 
been made at the engineering school of Pur- 
due university, Lafayette, Ind., and the re- 
sults throw some light on the performances 
of six typical American carburetters. The 
principal conclusion arrived at by the in- 
vestigators is that the complete testing of a 
carburetter raquires a most elaborate instal- 
lation, for much of the usual investigation is 
confused in its results through the Influence 
of the characteristics of the engine on which 
the carburettere are tested. The engine re- 
quires @ carburetter in order to work, and it 
fs thus difficult to separate the performance 
of the carburetter from that of the engine. 

In the Purdue tests, at 300 revolutione, the 
best carburetter was one showing an effi. 
ciency of 13.5 per cent, and the worst displey 
was that indicating 10.4 per cent. At 500 
revolutions these two carburetters were al- 


most equal in efficiency, and two others’ 


moved into highest and lowest places. The 
originai leader showed little improvement at 
700 revolutions, but was not quite so bad as 
two other patterns. When 1,000 revolutions 
were attained the highest efficiency was 205 
per cent, given by a carburetter which had 
shown @ g00d average all through. The worst 
showing was made by a device which started 
rather well, but consumed an inordinate 
amount of petrolathigher engine speeds. At 
1,200 revolutions the relative efficiencies were 
15.8, 16.5, 16.4, 20.1, 23.8, and 22.2 per cent. 
The lowest corsumption was 18 pounds of 
petrol per hour; the highest 26.1, and the 
horse power ranged from 30.5 to #3. These 
figures graphically indicate the wide differ- 
ence that exists between good and bad car- 
buretters. 


In general it was concluded that, although 
each carburetter could on a certain engine 
give excellent results under some conditions, 
poor economy was displayed at other speeds. 
A carburetter can thus be seléctéd with res 
gard to its efficiency at the normal speed of 
the engine, of another type showing the 
greatest average efficiency all round must 
be chosen. The investigators also poirt out 
that until a given engine is tested under the 
same running conditions witk a large number 
of carburetiers, one cannot expect to arrive 
at the “perfect mixture,’ which will give 
the best possible performance of that engine 
as a standard for future trials. In the in- 
vestigations undertaken each carburetter 


. was submitted to eighty tests, but even then 


the results were not quite complete and the 
engineers emphasized the importance of de- 
vising a method of testing carburetters which 
would be independent of engine character- 
istics. Until this is achieved the ordinary 
tests, even with engines whose standard pow- 
ers are thoroughly known, will not always 
be exact, as carburetters might not retain 
their characteristics when applied to different 
types of engines. sf

Little Points to Remember. 

The up te date modern shopper is not alto- 
gether interested in the price of gooda. She 
often demands information concerning the 
superiority of certain materials over others 
and wants to know why one piece of goods 
costs more than another. That is where the 
salesman's ability to analyze his stock comes 
into practical use. If he knows the selling 
points of his goods an ounce of good sound 
logic is worth more than an hour of empty 
talk. Probably more sales have been lost as 
the result of too much talk than from any 
other one cause. Explicit, terse information, 
courteously given, makes sales. 

Good appearance counts for much in suoc- 
cessful salesmanship. A person may possess 
all the other necessary qualifications, but if 
he is careless in his dress or goes to the other 
extreme he is badly handicapped. Neatnes 
and modesty in clothes are all important.

GEORGE W. MONTGOMERY. 


Twenty-nine years ago George Ww. Montgomery was a newsboy on trains running 
between Detroit and Bay City, Mich. Today he is general manager of The Fair, one 
of Chicago's largest department stores. 
selling papers, magazines, and candy, Montgomery wae not satisfied. He saw .*c 
chance for future advancement if he continued as a “ news butcher,” so he did what 
few boys would do—quit his $25 a week job and set out to find a bigger field, one 
that had a future. Chicago seemed to offer the best opportunities, and he came here 
to look for a job, but without any definite idea.of what he would do. That was in 
1883, and in those days The Fair was comparatively a smal! store, but as Chicago 
was growing in population at the rate of 50,000 to 100,000 a year Montgomery saw 
the future possibilities and decided to connect himself with the institution. He start- 
ed in as a stock boy in the wholesale department at a salary of $6 a week—quite a 
reduction from $25 a yweek—but by hard work and close application he had acquirea 
such a knowledge of stock that ‘in 1885 he was made buyer of toys and stationery 
for the retail-store. From that time on his advancement was rapid, and in 1890 
he was made buyer and manager of the sporting goods department in addition te 
his other duties. The sporting goods department grew rapidly and Mr. Montgomery 
ascribes his later success to the hard work he did while in that branch of the store. 
In 1906 he was made assistant general manager and in 1910 he became general man- 
ager of the entire organization. 
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Although he wag earning $25 to $80 a week™

Workers to Be Better Protected. 


By AMOS ANDREWS. 


S a result of the passage of compen- 
sation laws in many states, Mane 
facturera and other employers of la- 
bor are coming to realize the impo 
tance of further protecting their 
workers. Every one knows it is impossibie to 
fully compensate victimes end their families 
for the suffering ahd pousible fatai results 
of accidents, so the logical thing to do is to 
take every possible precaution in preventing 
accidents. . 

Some of the largest plante in the country 
have already given considerable attention 
to thie subject, and the publicity given their 
piens will be beneficial to other employers. 
The adoption of more edequate methods of 
preventing accidents means a reduction in 
the rate of liability insurance. 


Tn one large eastern plant where the sys 
ters has been adopted, the rate of accidents 
per empboyé was reduced one-half in a year. 
This was accomplished by the employment 
of a safety, engineer, whose sole duty is to 
devise means of safeguarding empboyés. 
Previous to that time the number of ampu- 


tations necessary ae the result of the old sye- 


tem wee 8.7 per month, while under the new 
system the number was reduced to six ampu- 
tations during. the entire year, and all of 
these wer emputationy of fingers. 

In addition to a reduction In the number 
of accidents, there was a saving to the plant's 
relief fund of approximately $9,000 as com- 
pared with previous years. The nature of 
the accidents was also much less serious. 

While these results were to a certain extent 
due to the uss of safety appliances, much 
more was accomplished by training the em- 


ployés to work with safety under conditions * 


that might become dangerous if the worker 
were inexperienced. The men were also 
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trained to locks out for each other more then 
they had formerly done. 

This was accomplished by separating the 
workmen into classes according tothe rapid- 
ity with which they thought andacted. The 
places of greatest danger were given to the 
quick and alert, while work which involved 
less risk wae assigned to slow moving and 
slow thinking men. When it was found that 
an employé was so slow as to be beyond hope 
of improvement, he was let go. This was 
done on the theory that it would be unfair 
to himeelf, hie fellow workers, and his em- 
ployers to keep him in a position for which 
h¢ was not fitted. If allowed to remain, 
there would always be the danger of injury 
either to himself or to others, and it was 
deemed better to force guch employés to ind 
safe work. 

The Illinois law provides that the employer 
must safeguard workers at machines by 
adopting all known safety appliances and 
complying with every requirement of the fac- 
tery inspection law. The penalty for not 
doing so is withdrawel of the common hw 
defenses, and if he is in the clase thet op- 
erates under the compensation law the limit 
of ability provided by that law is removed. 
It hae been the experience of all modern 
manufacturing plants thet it pays to do 
everything poesible to prevent accidents. 

Most aceidertits are the result of unpsxpected 
dangers. Probably broken ladders and tm- 
properly placed ladders cause more accidents 
than anything else. It is easy to remedy 
such evils. This can be done by destroying 
all ladders thet are wegk or worn end by 
providing every ladder in the plant with 
safety prongs to prevent slipping. 

Prevention of accidents is even more tmpor- 
tant than compensation for injuries, because 
the latter Will then be unnecessary.

Then again you must have cheerful and 
healthful surroundings in the houses and 
runs, plenty of exercise, sunshine, and shel- 
ter. Systematic care and every attention 
must be paid te their welfare.

And the dig city is the home of oppor- 
tunity. But success is for the girl with a 
distinctive talent—a. special bent. The big 
city has a surly welcome for the country 
girt without. definite line and experience 
in ‘that line. It shows its disapprove! of her 
coming with disappointment, disillusion - 
ment, . disco ement, and even physica! 

big city is so overcrowded 
with just this type that neweomers are not 


If. the girl would give a hearing to the 
unwelcome. truths regarding conditions in a 
big city before she leaves her home environ- 
ment she would be better able to face the 
situations. that, must confront her and the 
heartaches ‘and disappointments of thou- 
gands upon thousands of uhtrained, friend- 
jess girls would not be known. 

In the environment of her home circle, sur- 
rounded by loving hearts, companionship, 
and wholesome fun, where food is nourish- 
ing and plentiful, where $6 a week might 
mean a savings account, a girl cannot grasp 
the fact that human beings have to fight.for 
food, for light, for air, on the salary of the 
inexperienced wage earner. 

Then the girl with eyes turned citywara 
first should find her special! bent—the- work 
that will mean the quickest advancement for 

her—and ‘she should gain experience in her 
home town, 

She must be careful to avoid the mistake 
éf:coming atthe wrong season of the year. 
The inch best time. In summer busi-

And she should bring with her a reserve 
fund sufficient to tide her over until the 
problem of living on the inadequate wage 
of the untrained has been solved with ex- 
perience and: its compensation.

services. The mental anxiety and worry 
and lack of nourishing food. often cause {1l- 
ness, and such emergencies must be pro- 
vided for. 

Nor should she come without a decent sup- 
ply of clothes. The fact is soon borne in 
upon the country gir! that clothes count for 
more in the big city than she ever creamed of. 
The same “ appearance” will be expected 
of her as her wage competitor whose dollar 
or two paid into the home covers her board 
and lodging, her laundry, her.luncheon, and 
a mother’s aid in sewing and meking over 
things. 

There is a danger in this need for clothes. 
It {eg woman's natural instinct to want at- 
tractive clothes, and when the girl learns 
that clothes can be bought on credit she is 
led into temptation. And this temptetion 
leads on to debts or obligations almost im- 
possible to pay.. And then Happiness and 
peace of mind are menaced. The only safe- 
guard ie to keep away until she has money 
enough to provide her with the kind of 
clothes her wage competitors sre wearing. 

Her supply of courage will meet its 
heaviest drains when the young, inexperi- 
enced newcomer tries to sell her services ip 
the overcrowded market. No matter how 
capable she may believe herself to be, though 
she may have omas and gold medals to 
support her belief, she will find that in the 
employer's wage scale she is measured by 
her actual experience, and that the price of 
inexperience is a low wage. She will find 
the average hustling city. employer is dif- 
ferent from the men she knew back home 
The commercial man hee little time for 
chivalry, and {n the commercig] world privi- 
leges are not granted because of sex. In 
spite of good looks or any personal charm 
she may possess, to the employer she is a 
business investment, and his interest is in 

“the profit’ her services bring him. 

‘And, O, the courage that is needed to face 
the bitter, gripping, desolate loneliness of 
a big city! Coming froma community where 
everybody knew her, by her first name, per- 
haps, a heartaching sense of isolation comes 
over her when she realizes that in a city,of 
millions of people no one knows her, and 
no one cares to know her. 

A normal, natural, healthy chet requires 
sympathy, companionship, and fun almost 
as much as she requires food and ‘air, and 
herein lies the danger of the big city for 
the homeless, frienfless girl. She gives 
up hope ever of meeting the right people 
and im shee: despondency she sacrifices her 
home ideals and picks up with the wroug 
kind through chance acquaintances. It is 
a well known fact that most of the moral 
wreckage of country girls in big cities ir 
due to isolation and loneliness. 

Friends are waiting for ev en the home- 
less girl in the city, but she must make 
up her mind that the making of friends 
worth while is a slow operation. Pleas- 
ures may be gained from things other than 
the theater, dances, or the eopera. 

To the girl away from home and obliged 
to jive on a small salary the boarding club 
offers the most satisfactory solution. Un- 
fortunately there are not’ organizations 


enough to place girls on smal! salaries in . 


decent surroundings nor to give them mora’ 
support. Working girls are many thou- 
sands and homes are few.

Piain English that, afd true as gospel! 
Your gain is your neighbor's loss, and this 
loss was, brought about by play upon her 
generous impulses.

Mrs: Luykins declares that her reputation 
has been damaged and that she intends, after 
seeking redress in the criminal courts, to press 
the case in a civil suit.

Coarse Grains Rally After Drive 
at Prices Early; Products 
Are Steady. 


A drive at wheat prices was made right at 
the start yesterday, causing a further dip in 
values: Commission houses immediately 
started buying the cheap offerings, and there 
was especially active buying of the July. 
This month gained %c for the day, while the 
September closed %@%o higher and the De- 
cember %c up for the day. The advancing 
tendency was continued right up to the close, 
the buying being influenced largely by the 
rains in the southwest, where the wheat is 
either being cut or is ready for the harvest- 
ers. ¥ 

In addition to the rains southwest, com- 
plaints of dry weather are increasing in the 
spring wheat country, many traders regard- 
ing the latter reports with a good dea} of con- 
cern, as any mishaps to the northwest crops 
would be especially serious in view of the 
great losses in the winfer wheat belt. 


Kansas Has General Rains. 

Rains were reported all through Oklahoma 
and Kansas, private reports saying heavy 
precipitation had been the rule in many 
places, while it was still raining in some sec- 
tions, with the general forecast for more 
showers in Kansas and Nebraska. The board 
will -be closed on Monday and shorts were 
nervous, many covering rather than take 
chances of a bull market next Tuesday.

this one; but, as the only really new thing on earth is 
the thing that ’s been forgotten, I ’m going to have 
my fling at a tact-talk. ak 

One more reassurance: This is not going to be a 
lecture, an essay, nor even a “business paper.” True, 
there are still gentlemen of genius who, having failed 
as hardware clerks, succeed handsomely in running 
trade journals. Other business scientists, who can’t 
keep an accurate record of the contents of their pay 
envelopes, write “office-system” articles that would 
revolutionize the business 
world if anybody adopted 
their plans—which no- 
body ever does. 

Then, what license have I 
te attempt to write of “the 
value of tact in business”? 
Am I in business? With 
both feet—and a semi- 
occasional intrusion of 
head and hands. Then, here 

! ’ 


Let us first make for 
our own private consump- 
tion a definition of what 
“tact” really is. The one 
in the big dictionary is 
such a long one; and even 
then, the _ lexicographer 
quotes Ruskin to make sure 
we know just what he 
means. So, suppose we say 
that tact is the applied sci- 
ence of putting ourselves in the other fellow’s place. 

Having got so far, we must now have an anecdote. 
The approved brand of present-day business-article 
always starts off with: “A large firm of timber-mer- 
chants wgs in great distress.” Or, “We simply must 
get that order, Jones.” You know what I mean; 
they lead off with something concrete. Let us tact- 
fully follow the fashion. 

A large wall-space — “dead-wall,” the painted- 
sign peeple and billposting firms called it — was 
suddenly left facing one of New York’s greatest 
thoroughfares. It was left thus exposed through the 
tearing-down of a building, in pursuance of New 
York’s pleasant pastime of erecting an umpty-steen- 
story, granite-and-steel, absolutely-fire-proof office- 
building one day; and then, if it has n’t burned over 
night, tearing it down the next day, to make room 
for something bigger. 

Every bill-posting and painted-sign firm in New 
York exceeded the speed limit in rushing after the 
advertising rights to that wall-space. But the 
banker who controlled said rights was as firm as the 
wall. He did n’t want to dispose of the rights. 
They were n’t for sale, any way. There was n’t 
going to be any advertisement on that wall. The 
ambassadors of the paint-brush and glue-pot pleaded 
in vain. They raised their offers, in vain. And 
then, as they used to say in the serial-stories, just 
before “to be continued in our next,” a strange thing 
happened. 

The head of a great painted-sign firm had been 
carefully advised by his boy-seouts of the complete 
rout of the army who sought to “scale” that wall. 
This man was then, as he is today, famed for his 
tact. He thought the situation over for a few mo- 
ments. He realized that tact, and tact alone, could 
win the prize. He knew that the banker must be 
weary beyond words of callers whose text was “wall.” 
Accordingly, the first decision to which his tact 
prompted him was that he would refrain from eall- 
ing on the badgered banker. His second decision 
was reasoned thus: Money talks; and yet — only a 
banker understands its language. The rest of us 
don’t get on sufficiently intimate terms with it. Still, 
a banker is constantly dealing with such vast sums 
of money that these offers for his wall-space have

The tactful painted-sign man took out his private 
check book. He drew a check in favor of the con- 
troller of the fate of the much-wanted*wall. It was 
not a sum as large as two of the other offers which 
he knew had been made by other firms. But they 
had been only offers. He rang for his negro porter. 

“Sam,” he said, “take this check down to the bank, 
and get it certified. Then, bring it back to me.” 

Before the porter had returned, his employer had 
drawn up a brief agreement, assigning the rights of 
the wall to himself. When Sam got back with the 
certified check, his employer handed him the agree- 
ment, flat-open, just as he had written it.

The porter did. The banker did. 
And the painted-sign man did— 
why, he did very well out of the 
deal. You see, he had the tact to 
speak to the banker through a tan- 
gible medium — to make a concrete 
demonstration of what that wall 
really meant to him, in hard cash. 
He employed the language in which 
the banker was accustomed to 
think. 

To employ the right language, by 
the way, affords frequent opportu- 
nities for the exercise of valuable 
business tact.

Nevertheless, when one finds that 
a large percentage of a certain gentleman’s letters 
arrive thus safeguarded, there arises a vague sus- 
picion that your letter was not of sufficient impor- 
tance for him to get at it early enough; or, that the 
gentleman lets his mail slide until the hour.for him 
to “slide”; and then allows his stenographer to get 
through her work at what time she may. Or, per- 
haps, that Mr. Hustle needs an afternoon high-ball 
for his nerves, or finds that the brain-restorative of 
billiards or bowling or motoring should be taken in 
business hours. 

There is a certain enterprising firm whose princi- 
pals I know well, who have been, for exactly eight- 
een months, soliciting business from another firm, 
whose principal I know better. I asked him recently 
why it was that he has never given them an order. 

“Because,” he replied, “in all the shoals of letters 
they have sent me, they have addressed me as Wil- 
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liam Blank.” His name is Joseph. There never was 
a member of the family who bore the name of Wil- 
liam, so far as Joseph knows. Joseph has no objec- 
tion whatsoever to the name William, except that it 
is n’t his name, | 

“If they don’t take any more care than that in 
the little things, when they ’re breaking their necks 
to get new business,” was how he put it to me, “I 
tremble to think how they ’d look after the big things 
for me when they ’d safely landed my orders.” 

The tactfulness of a young salesman for a small 
iron-works in the middle west, and how it got for him 
an initial order that very soon made that small iron- 
works into a big one, is one of those little stories of 
success too often forgotten in the after-flush of pros- 
perity. This particular order was, in view of the 
powerful opposition of the competing firms, nothing 
less than a business victory; and it was obtained by 
the cleverness of the young’ salesman in taking ad- 
vantage of the tactlessness of the president of the 
concern he was soliciting. 

We all know the bearish “boss” in a business 
house, who without so much as a word of apology, 
bursts. into the private offices of his fellow directors, 
or his manager, or his purchasing agent, while the 
latter is engaged with a caller. These business boors 

seem to delight in “showing off” be- 
fore their employee’s visitor that they 
are indeed boss, and that, by reason 
of this all-important fact, the busi- 
ness of the man who is of no more 
importance than to be calling upon a 
man who works for them must wait 
their royal pleasure. The suffering 
of the keen, tactful employee who 1s 
subjected to such a visitation of 
mightiness is acute. He may be 
driving an important deal for his 
boss’s benefit at the very moment the 
great man bungles in upon him; at 
such a moment it is that the great 
man does his own business more harm 
by the upsetting of his employee’s 
poise, and the lowering of his im- 
portance in the eyes of the caller, 
than he does by any other possible 
process in the machinery of manage- 
ment. 

The bigger bear the boss happens 
to be, the more delighted is he to “call 
down” one of his men for some fault, 
when he finds the culprit particularly 
at his ease with a caller before “him. 
The tactful chief, of course, with- 
draws, and saves the “wigging” for 
another time, thus safeguarding the 
consummation of any business that 
his employee may have in hand with 
the caller, and preserving the gearing 
of his business machinery. If he is 
a master of tact, he ventures a word 
or two in expressing his regret at in- 
truding just at that moment; greets 
the caller, upon the employee’s intro- 
duction, and, nine times out of ten, 
puts just the right touch to the busi- 
ness in hand to land it for his firm.

wealth-producing farmers. She be- 
lieves in the farmer, and once she 
has accepted him as a settler, she 
practically guarantees him against 
failure. Paternalism, perhaps; but 
Canada believes in that kind of pa- 
ternalism. 

The United States, on the other 
hand, ignores the existence of the 
would-be immigrant until he ap- 
plies at one of her ports for admis- 
sion. She then looks him over, 
more or less carelessly, and if shie 
allows him to enter the country, 
straightway forgets all about him. 
He is supposed to adjust himself to 
the new conditions, and in most 
eases he goes to swell the numbers 
of the poverty stricken unskilled 
laborers of the port where he 
landed. No effort is made to guide 
his steps toward the farming sections where labor is 
scarce, and where he would, in consequence, do the 
most good. 

Which is the best plan —that followed by Can- 
ada, or that followed by the United States? A par- 
tial answer may be found in the fact that thousands 
of American farmers — men who are already estab- 
lished and prosperous in their own country — are 
pouring every year across the Northern border; 
while the lands they are leaving vacant are not being 
taken up, to any appreciable extent, by the immi- 
grants that we attract from abroad. 

Does the above-mentioned state of affairs imply a 
menace to our agricultural growth? Possibly it 
does. But when the methods of a rival are mani- 
festly effective, the wise man—or nation — will 
study those methods, with a view to adopting them 
as his own. I propose, therefore, to give a brief ac- 
count of the colonization scheme that has won the 
greatest favor in Canada—the ready-made farm. 
That a railroad is behind the plan does not ren- 
der it any the less a national policy; for the great 
Canadian roads were founded with government aid, 
and are still largely government institutions. 

When the cautions English farmer reads the liter- 
ature distributed by Canadian agents and decides 
that the offers they contain are worth looking into, 
he despatches, let us say, a letter of inquiry to Lon- 
don. He receives a prompt reply, which in addition 
to giving him all the information he has asked for, 
puts up to him two questions: Is he a practical 
farmer? Does he have sufficient money to meet the 
initial expense? 

If his answers are satisfactory, he is invited to 
come to London for a personal interview. There, he 
is questioned further and at great length, and his

He is being offered land upon the most favorsbe 
terms, and also an actual cash advance to aid him in 
getting started. 

This is probably the most liberal cvlonization plan 
yet devised. Loans of from $2,000 to $2 m 
made to those who have demonstrated their ability 
to “make good” on a productive farm, and who have 
the machinery and some money; but who lad 
enough money to buy and to stock a farm and 
erect the necessary buildings. In other words, ma 
who can make a payment of one-tenth of the pur 
chase price of a farm, and who have im reser 
enough to maintain their families for a year, #

development of the idea Canada has gone 
far beyond anything ever attempted else- 
where. The United States has something 
akin to it that might be called the made- 
to-order farm. The necessary buildin 
are erected, and some of the land is 
¢leared; but in the particular ease of 
which I have knowledge, this is done only 
after a purchaser has been found. More- 
over, no part of the farm is broken and 
seeded, and interest in the settler ceases 
after the transfer of the property to him. 
The primary purpose in this country is to 
sell real estate, and the land goes, for the 
most part, to persons who are already 
residents; the primary purpose in Can- 
ada is to colonize and to develop the 
country. ‘ 

If the ready-made farm offer is lim. 
ited to successful farmers, it’ may be 
asked, how does Canada get those farm- 
ers? Why do they come? If successful 
at home, why are they ready to make a 
change ? 

The answer is: For the sake of the 
children. Land is high, and farms are 
usually. small in the old surroundings. 
There is no chance of providing for the 
children there, and in Canada there is, 
Not only do the immigrants, get more 
lind on easier terms, but there will be 
an opportunity for the children, as they 
mature, to get farms of their own that 
would be quite beyond reach where land 
is high and the terms of sale more bur- 
densome. Then, there are young couples, 
with a little money saved up, who see how 
industry and a few years of frugality will 
give them far more than they are likely 
to gain in any other way. These are the 
kind of settlers that Canada bids for. The 
whole purpose of the ready-made farm is 
to get the very best class of citizens — to 
build up the country. 

Is there not much that we, in the 
United States, can learn from this emi- 
nently workable scheme?
